Par- 
ticipants' attitudes  change  as  they 
progress  through. 

GENERAL  DRUG  ABUSE- 
ALCOHOL  -TOBACCO 

This  single-concept  series  is  broken 
into  five-minute  segments  of  factual 
information  on  each  of  the  following 
drug  categories:  general  drug  abuse, 
alcohol  and  tobacco. 

JUST  ANOTHER  FRIDAY  NIGHT 

Focuses  on  single-vehicle  accidents 
that  all  too  often  involve  teenagers, 
drinking  and  high  speed  driving.  Pur- 
pose is  to  promote  discussion  of 
how  society  is  to  deal  with  these 
drivers. 

ONE  SNORT  HISTORY 

A silent  film  that  covers  the  effects 
of  alcohol  on  decision  making. 
Should  generate  discussion.  Can  be 
best  applied  in  adult  education 
groups.

This  film,  produced  by  NBC  First 
Camera,  dramatically  reveals  how 
one  family  has  had  to  cope  with  the 
loss  of  two  sons.  Encourages  parent/ 
teen  communication.

Automobile  accidents  are  the  big- 
gest killer  of  Americans  under  age 
34.  The  solution  to  this  problem  is 
safer  cars,  highways  and  better 
drivers.  The  issues  of  drunk  driving, 
front  seat  airbags,  seat  belts  and  ad- 
vanced driving  classes  for  all  drivers 
are  raised.  The  film  stresses  what 
you  can  do  NOW  to  drive  more  safe-

THE  FINAL  FACTOR 

Driving  emergencies  are  shown  de- 
veloping in  five  different  vignettes  as 
first  one,  then  another,  factor  enters 
the  picture  until  a “final  factor"  trig- 
gers an  accident  situation. 

TRAFFIC  TRIALS:  HEAVEN  WON'T 
WAIT 

Many  things  cause  traffic  accidents. 
Recent  study  at  Indiana  U.  isolated 
only  5 causes  that,  together,  ac- 
count for  more  than  95  percent  of  all 
automobile  accidents. 

WATERSKIING  ON  FOUR  WHEELS 

This  film  covers  stopping  distance 
and  vehicle  control  on  wet  pave- 
ment. Also  covers  the  differences  in 
stopping  distance  between  “new" 
and  “worn"  tires. 

WE  DRIVERS 

Demonstrates  factors  that  con- 
tribute to  accidents  and  the  tech- 
nique of  accident  avoidance.  Dem- 
onstrates recovery  from  skids,  off- 
road recovery,  evasive  maneuvers 
and  other  common  driving  situa- 
tions. 

WHEELS  OF  TRAGEDY 

You  travel  with  Highway  Patrol  on 
tour  of  duty  and  witness  tragic  re- 
sults of  carelessness  as  police  of- 
ficers see  it  daily.
